ONE ailment which is thought to 
be largely due to the natural wear 
and tear of living is Ute osteoar­ 
thritis of the spine which not infre­ 
quently develops in middle-aged and 
elderly people. In this condition, 
there is inflammation of the joints 
of the spine and overgrowth of the 
bony tissues. 
Normally, the bones of the spine 
are separated and cushioned by the 
little discs of cartilage which lie 
between them. During the course of 
a long life, changes in posture and 
oven ordinary movements may re­ 
sult in repeated slight injuries to 
these tiny cushions so that eventual­ 
ly they become flattened and less 
elastic. 
When this happens, the bones are 
thrown a bit out of position and in­ 
flammation may re su lt The swell­ 
ing of the joint tissues, which al­ 
ways 
accompanies 
this 
process, 
then causes pressure on the nerves 
which 
run 
through 
the 
spinal 
column, thus accounting for the 
pain which is such a common symp­ 
tom of this disease. 
Fain Around Shoulders 
Since osteoarthritis often devel­ 
ops in the upper part of the spine, 
this pain is most frequently felt 
around the shoulders. In most cases 
it begins suddenly. Many times the 
patient goes to bed feeling all right 
and awakens in the morning with 
pain in the shoulder. The pain may 
pass down into the arm. Coughing 
sneezing, or certain movements of 
the head tend to make it worse. 
In other patients, the chief symp­ 
toms are loss of the use of the hand, 
agonizing pain in the fingers, to­ 
gether with swelling and stiffness. 
Tingling, burning, and numbness in 
the hand and fingers also sometimes 
occur. 
Stiffness in Neck 
The patient with this condition 


ness in the neck, although in mo«t 
instances he will be unaware that 
the real trouble lies in the upper 
part of the spine. 
If a pa’tent has symptoms typi­ 
cal of osteoarthritis, he should, of 
course, have an examination made 
of the spine and the shoulder*. The 
doctors will see that X-ray pictures 
are taken from the side as well as 
from th# front. The plates will often 
ihow tha* there has been an over­ 
growth of the bony tissues around 
the openings in the *pine from which 
come the nerves leading lo the 
shoulders and other parts of the 
body. 
Other Conditions 
There sr# other conditions which 
may produce similar symptoms. 
For example, there may be inflam­ 
mation of a bursa, a sac containing 
fluid, in the shoulder. However, the 
pain in such esses is much more se­ 
vere, and there is also tenderness of 
the shoulder. 
Proper treatm ent of osteoarthritis 
of the spine often brings relief from 
the pain. In mild cases, the patient 
may be up and about bat must wear 
• me type of support or dt-vj£« ta 
give the neck a re.t. Hot, wet packs, 
followed by massage and gentle 
stretching may be 
given 
daily. 
Heat lamps are also useful. As 
soon as the acute symptoms sub­ 
side, active exercise of the neck 
may be started. 
Of course, there are also drugs 
which may be used to relieve tha 
pain and produce muscular relaxa­ 
tion.

All seeds do not germinate in 
the same length of time. Some 
will sprout above the soil surface 
live days after plantings and some 
require weeks to make their ap­ 
pearance. 
Moisture la important to ger­ 
mination, for seeds will not sprout 
if Hie soil is too dry. On the other 
hand, too much water will cause 
the seeds to rot. It also encour­ 
ages "damping off.” The soil in 
rn seed flat should be kept moist 
at all ti met but should never be 
allowed to become soggy. 
If It 
becomes necessary to 
water a seed flat before the seeds 
have pushed their sprouts above 
the soil surface, apply the water 


of cloth placed over the flat, as 
Illustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. This will prevent 
the seeds from being washed out. 
After the seedlings make their 
appearance use a syringe to water 
them. With a syringe one can 
spray the seedlings with a fine 
mist. 
This 
avoids 
danger 
of 
washing the soil away from the 
tiny roots. 
A sheet of glass placed over 
the flat, as illustrated, collects 
and retains moisture even better 
than newspapers which are some- J 
times used. 
Morning is the best time for j 
watering a flat of young plants. 
This allows the seedlings to go J 
through the night In a dry con­ 
dition. Always use water of room 
temperature to avoid chilling the 
pl antA
